PARIS (UPI). — The Government 
yesterday instructed Foreign Min- 
ister Michel Jobert to make another 
trip to the Arab Middle East and 
again ignored Washington’s invita- 
tion to a Western ofl policy co- 
ordination conference on February 
11. 

After a three and a half hour 
Cabinet meeting, Information Min- 
‘ister Jean-Philippe Lecat said Presl- 
dent Nbron's invitation to the con- 
ference of oll-consumer nations was 
not discussed. “No decision has 
been made on this issue yet,” he 
said. 

Lecat said the Cabinet, under 
President Georges Pompidou, decided 
that Jobert, who returned on Tues- 
day night from visits to Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait and Syria, would 

to in the next few days. 

Jobert scheduled his new trip to 
the Middle Bast despite objections 
to bilateral deals not only in Wash- 
ington but in ‘West Germany, 
France’s largest trading partner. 
Cabinet ministers in Eonn have 
openly condemned the French-led 
race for bilateral deals. 

“ Lecat said Jobert had laid a 
concrete basis for France's econo- 
mic and technological penetration 
of Saudi Arabia and Kuwait which, 
he said, were hitherto an exclusive 
preserve of the “Anglo-Saxons” — 


meaning Britain and the U.S. 
Lecat said Jobert will go back to 
Saudi Arabia in the near future and 
that the two countries will discuss 
major business deals in detail 
through frequent visits of ministers 
and -busimessmen and in a special 
bilateral economic commission. 

Jack Maurice adds: 

Jobert may meet representatives 
of the Palestinian movement during 
his coming trip to Iraq, political ob- 
servers said here yesterday. The 
observers were commenting on a 
particularily ambiguous remark made 
by Jobert on his return from 
Damascus, 

Questioned on whether he had 
investigated the subject during his 
tour, M. Jobert replied: “A Minister 
like myself must keep himself in- 
formed. I was not able to study the 
problem this time but I will inform 
myself more on the next journey.” 

Observers of the political scene, 
said Jobert would probably later

Bid to avert 
petrol station

TEL AVIV. — Ways of averting 
the 24-hour shut down of service 
stations for Monday will be dis- 
cussed at a meeting here today. 
Taking part will be representatives 
of the Fuel Commission, the service 
Station owners, who called the strike 
to back their demand for a higher 
commission on sales, and the fuel 
comparies. 

“I do not believe the meeting will 
accomplish anything. there is too 
blg a difference between our posi- 
tions,"” an official of the Association 
of Agents and Service Station 
Owners said yesterday. 

The Association say that in 
March 1973, when the price of 94 
octane petrol was 72 agorot a litre. 
the stations were receiving a 3.5 
agorot commission on each litre 
sold 14.9 per cent of the sale). To- 
day petrol costs IL1.70 and the 
commission has dropped to 3.9 ago- 
rot per litre (2.3 per cent of the 
sale). Owners want the previous 
percentage to be restored. 

The fuel companies say they need 
more time to study sales figures 
before making a decision. 

The station owners claim that 
“Everything has gone up and sales 
have dropped by about 25 per cent 
because of the war, carless days 
and the rise in fuel prices.”

Eight Bolivian farmers 
killed in clashes 


LA PAZ (UPI). — Troops and air 
force planes drove protesting pea- 
sants from highways in central 
Bolivia yesterday, lifting the siege 
of Cochabamba city, but ἃ peasants’ 
revolt spread and the farmers seized 
other roads and ‘began charging 
tolls. Eight farmers were reported 
to have ‘been killed in the clashes. 

The revolt began as a protest 
against high food prices. Yesterday, 
the government sent troops and 
Planes against the peasants, but 
the farmers seized other roads be- 
tween La Paz and the mining city 
of Oruro and started charging toll 
fees to travellers. 

Several bridges were reported 
destroyed in western Bolivia in 
what was believed to be sabotage 
attempts, 

Gen. Carlos Alcoreza, a member 
of the army’s Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
declared former army commander 
Gen. Eladio Sanchez a fugitive from 
justice and accused Sanchez of try- 
ing to stage a coup on Tuesday 


morning. The government of Pres- 
ident Gen. Hugo Banzer headed off 
the alleged coup attempt by de- 
claring martial! law on Monday 
night, 

Alcoreza said Sanchez was reliev- 
ed of his command earlier this 
month and named Ambasador to 
Ecuador. But he never reported to 
his new post and is now being 
sought. 

Alcoreza gave no indication of 
how the planned coup against the 
government was connected with the 
peasants’ revolt at Cochabantha, put 
down by six carloads of troops on 
Tuesday night. 

Farmworkers’ leaders demanded 
that Gen. Banzer, who seized power 
in 1971, should be retired. They 
Made ithe demand at a mass meet- 
ing in Cochabamba. 

In a gunbattle at Tolata township, 
troops freed an army general held 
hostage by the farm workers, but 
failed to clear them from the barri- 
cades.

First signs

‘oil embargo 


NEW YORK (AP). — First indica- 
tions of a break in the Arab oil 


* embargo ‘tiaVe: syrfaced, the “Wall 


Street Journal" reported yesterday. 
‘The “Journal” said it learned tha’ 
“at least one U.S. of] company has 
‘been told it can expect a cargo of 
Saudi Arabian oil by late Feb- 
Tuary.” The company, which was 
not identified, hes a long-term crude 
oil contract with |Saudi Arabia, but 
hag been unable fo get delivery of 
any of the oil since the embargo 
‘was imposed last October, ‘the finan- 
celal daily seid. 

However, it is understood the 
company has been notified that 
Saudi off is available for shipment 
to a European port sometime late 
in §=February. Presumably, there 
aren't any strings on what becomes 
of the oil after it is delivered in 
Europe, the “Journal” said. 

The paper quoted one major US. 
buyer of overseas oil as saying: 
“Tremendous quantities of oil sud- 
denly have come into the market 
place: oil we didn’t even know 
existed 10 days ago.” 

‘The ofl promised for delivery to 
the U.S. company by Saudi Arabia 
would come from Petromin, the

Restraints on 
capital outflow 
lifted in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter), — Presi- 
dent Nixon yesterday lifted res- 
traints on capital outflows in a 
move which will allow American 
‘banks, corporations and individuals 


ἘΠῚ ἃ freer hand to lend, borrow and 


invest money overseas. 
The President thus honoured a 
pledge he made almost a year ago 
when the dollar was devalued for 2 
second time. He said on that occa- 
sion that it was his intention to 
lift the controls by December 1974. 


Several reasons were listed for 
yesterday's action. 

Two of these were the much bet- 
ter US. balance of payments per- 
formance in the latter half of last 
year and the renewed strength of 
the dollar on the world’s foreign 
exchange markets. 


Ambiguity of negligence 


The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel_aAviv District Court delivered 
on May 3, 1973 εὐ Cr, A. 187/72). 

The appellant was charged in the 
Magistrate's Court with having cau- 
sed the death of 8 pedestrian through 
negligent driving and with failing 
to stop and render assistance to 
the victim, contrary to section 644 
4a) and (0! of the Traffic Ordinance 
(New versioni. The Magistrate's 
Court eld that the accident had 
Dot been caused by the appellant's 
negligence, but found her guilty 
of an offence contrary to section 
62 (7) of the Traffic Ordinance, in 
that she had failed io stop when 
an accident had occurred in con- 
sequence of “the presence of her 
vehicle on the road." She was fined 
TL750. 

The relevant part of section 64.4 

provides that: “The driver of a ve- 
hicle who in driving caused an ac- 
cident and who knew or should 
have known that in the circum- 
stances of the case a person might 
have been injured, and (a) who did 
not stop at the place of the accident 
in order to ascertain the consequen- 
ces thereof, is liable to imprison- 
ment for a term of seven years 
with, or without, a fine... (b) who 
did not extend to the victim such 
help as he was able to extend him 
is liable to imprisonment for a term 
of nine years, with or without a 
fine...” 
The State appealed against the 
Magistrate's Court's decision and the 
District Court overruled it, holding 
that section 64A could be involved 
even if the accident were not due 
to the driver's negligence. The ap- 
pellant was sentenced by the Dis- 
trict Court to three months’ im- 
Pprisonment and a fime of IL1,500 
and to suspension of her driving 
Keence for a year. She appealed 
to the Supreme Court. 

Mr. B. Zeiger appeared for the 
appellant andMr. U. Sivan for the 
respondent. 

Judgment 

Justice Etzioni, who delivered the 
first opinion ef the Supreme Court, 
moted that the issue before the 
court was whether the expression 
“caused an accident” in section 64A 
entailed the concept of negligence 
or whether the legislator intended 
it to refer strictly to the physical 
element of causation irrespective of 
whether there had been negligence 
or not — 89 the State contended. 

The first question to be considered 
in this context is, he continued, 
whether this issue has already been 
considered and determined by the 
Supreme Court, or whether it is 
still open, in view of the opinion ex- 
pressed in Cr.A. 471/68 (2 P.D. 
23/729) by Justice Conn, to the 
effect that a better human rela- 
tionship mizht reduce traffic acci- 
dents and that the obligation Im- 
posed by law on drivers to forget 
their own affairs and devote them- 
selves solely to the needs and wel- 
fare of persons injured by their 
driving — whether negligent or not — 
points markedly to the principle 
that every driver must give para- 
mount consideration to his fellow- 
man's right to use the public high- 
ways freely and safely.. 

While he was quite prepared to 
‘subscribe to the abpve sentiments, 
held Justice Etzioni, he thought 
that they could not be deemed to 
decide the issue of whether a dri- 
ver who was found not guilty of 
negligence could nevertheless be 
charged with an offence under sec- 
tion 644 of the Traffic Ordinance, 
as they were expressed in the course 
of a case in which this issue was 
not raised. This, therefore, left the 
way clear to decide the issue as 
though it had never been considered 
before. 

Justice Etzioni then went on to 
hold that in criminal law, as in 
civil law, the words of a law must 
be given their ordinary, everyday 
meaning and that in criminal law 
im particular the courts may not 
a@rrogate to themselves the func- 
tion of the legislator by stretch- 
ing the letter of words and con- 
cepts beyond their ordinary, simple 
meaning and manifest intention 
(see Russell on Crime, 20th. ed. p. 
66). In accordance with this rule of 
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interpretation, he continued, the 
courts must ask themselves what 
the ordinary, simple meanin ΕΞἝ of 
“causing an accident” is, and there 
was no doubt in his mind that the 
answer to this question is that mere 
physical presence is not sufficient 
to “cause” an accident but that it 
must be accompanied by the legal 
concept of “blame,” in order to cons- 
titute the “cause” of an accident. 

Furthermore, continued Justice 
Etzioni, if he had been in any 
doubt 2¢ to the meaning of “caused 
an accident,” his doubts would have 
been allayed by the fact that the 
legislature itself had distinguished 
between the case where a driver 
“causes” an accident, within the 
Meaning of section 64A, and the case 
where the physical presence of the 
vehicle was one of the factors in the 
accident, within the meaning of sec- 
tion 62 (7) of the Traffic Ordi- 
mance, or where the driver was 
merely involved in the accident, with- 
in the meaning of regulation 144 
(a) of the Traffic Regulations. In 
the first case, he continued, the 
punishment imposed for failure to 
stop and give assistance to the 
victim of the accident is punishable 
by seven to nine years’ imprison- 
ment, without the alternative of a 
Sine, whereas in the second case the 
punishment is far lizhter, and im- 
Prisonment is not mandatory — 
which is indicative of the legisla- 
ture’s extreme disapprobation of a 
hit and run driver who adds insult 
to injury by having caused the ac- 
cident by his own negligence. 

In short, concluded Justice Et- 
zioni, the words “caused the acci- 
dent” in section 64A must be taken 
to refer to cases where there was 
negligence on the part of the dri- 
ver. The appeal should, therefore, 
be allowed and the Magistrate's 
Court's verdict and sentence rein- 
stated, 

dastice Witkon 

Justice Witkon concurred with 
Justice Etzioni m a separate judg- 
ment, noting that in interpreting 
a law the courts must act on the 
assumption that the legislature in- 
tended to be reasonable. It ts only 
reasonable, he continued, to regard 
the conduct of a driver, who has 
caused an accident by his own neg- 
ligence and has taken no steps to 
render aid to the victim of his neg- 
ligence, as much more reprehensible 
than that of a driver who was for- 
tuitously involved in an accident 
through no fault of his own but 
failed to show elementary humanity 
to the victim of the accident by 
stopping and rendering him every 
assistance possible. 


It is omly reasonable therefore, 
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ACCIDENT “CAUSED” ONLY IF THERE IS NEGLIGENCE 


he held, to conclude that “causing 
the accident" in section 64A should 
be given the relevant legal mean- 
fog, which demands the existence of 
negligence, as only such meaning 
could justify the Imposition of so 
draconie a punishment as manda- 
tory imprisonment — a conclusion 
which, in his opinion, outweighed 
any considerations of public welfare 
which might have moved the District 
Court to reach its contrary deci- 


sion. 
Justice Cohn 

Justice Cohn declared at the out- 
Set that he had πὸ sympathy for the 
appellant and would have thought 
that she should have accepted with 
gratitude the comparatively light 
Sentence imposed on her by the 
District Court. 

However, the State had appealed 
to the District Court om a point of 
law and had not challenged the 
sentence imposed by the Magistrate's 
Court, It was this point of law 
which was at issue, therefore, and 
although he thought that even a 
conviction under section 62(7), in- 
stead of under section 644, could 
justify the sentence imposed by the 
District Court on the appellant, he 
was not at Uberty to change the 
sentence imposed by the Magistrate's 
Court if he agreed with the inter- 
pretation his colleagues had given 
to ion ΒΔΑ 

Tustice Cohn then went on to hold 
that, prima facie, he agreed with 
the District Court that a driver 
‘could cause an accident within the 
meaning of section 64A even if he 
were not negligent, since the word 
“cause” does uot necessarily entail 
the concept of blame. However, in 
view of the fact that section 644A 
does not stand alone, but must be 
read together with section 62(7), 
(which provides for only two years’ 
imprisonment, or the alternative of 
@ fine, for a driver who fails to stop 
and render assistance to a 
injured in an accident which occur- 
red due to the presence on the road 
of his vehicle), it must be concluded
